The outstanding policy adopted by the Medical Faculty this 
week is significant of the developing realization of the extreme grav- 
ity of the present situation in Europe and its possible manifestation 
in Canada. When an overburdened Faculty will cut lecture hours 
to permit its students to drill and when many of its professoriate 
will spend hours in the ranks to fan into flame a spirit of prepared- 
ness there is something unusual abroad. 

The importance of Medical Men in modern warfare is great — 
in recent years the sanitation of camps has received much attention 
for it is there that the "ounce of prevention" gets in its best licks. 

Moreover, the problem of getting the wounded and sick back 
onto the active service list is one which requires the keenest applic- 
ation to details and the highest type of skill. 

An unusable soldier is not only one unit less in the fighting 
machine but his incapacity is a twice-added burden. 

McGill Medical Faculty has offered a great' General Hospital 
for active service — the Faculty has re-arranged its schedule. The 
Faculty has made unheard of concessions to its senior men — the 
Faculty drills too — but the Faculty can't do it all; the students 
themselves are the active vital moving force — it's up to them to en- 
roll their quota of medical men in the University Regiment.

In her long tenure of office Miss 
Oalrdner has mad.- hosts of friends, 
some of whom are meeting to-day to 
make a presentation to her as a slight 
token of their appreciation of her ser- 
vices.
